VEXATIOUS ENFORCEMENT OP 
CITY BY-LAWS. 



The action of Ihe City Oounoil in reference 
to bay windows, verandah po«ts, and other 
objects occupying portions of the sidewalks, 
will be regiudod by most person* as moro 
calculated to giro annoyanoo to people in 
business, than effect any much needed reform. 
We cannot help thinking that tbey nre show- 
ing a good deal more zeal than discretion in 
the matter. The pasyige of a By-law foi 
tho above purposes may not, in itsolf, have 
been altogether uncalled for. It may be ne- 
cessary sometimes for the Council to have it 
iu their power to have tho means of checking 
abuses of privilogo. But tho enforcement of 
such an enactment io every particular in a 
place like this, is likoly to do more harm 
than good. This town must not be looked 
upon in the samo light aa n largo city, filled 
to overflowing with a population who cnu 
scarcely fiud foot room in tlm streots. Rapid 
though our growth may bo, yet it must be 
some time ere that stato of things will come 
to pass. Why, then, bo so particular in look- 
ing aftor trifling obstructions, if obstruc- 
tions they can be termed? What need is 
there yet for an absoluto clearance of every 
thing off the foot-paths, whether they be or 
be not an inconvonience to the pedestrian 
public ? More especially, why try to do 
away with verandahs ? 

Every one must acknowledge that they are 
rather serviceablo than otherwise. People 
do not reluso to avail themselves of them 
ofton for shelter. Shopkeepers find some- 
thing of thd kind necessary lor shading their 
goods. The spaco occupiod by the posts 
supporting them is too trilling to call lor any 
measures to have it cleared. No one yet 
finds tliemjto be of my perceptible obstruc- 
tion ; and so with bay windows — what nec- 
essity is thero of being so [particular as to a 
ferv inches' projection over the side-walk ? 
The City is peculiarly one of trade and com- 
merce. Every accommodation consistent 
with general convenience should therefore be 
afforded to people in business. It is sure- 
ly enough that a pretty high rate of taxes 
should be payable by our shopkeepers with, 
out subjecting them to petty annoyances, 
such us we have just alluded to. As long as 
ree passage is left betwe en the wall and the 
road-way, the getiernl public will be satisfied. 
They do not desire the enforcement by the 
Council of their By-law. It is quite lime 
enough for the Inspector to act when the 
pathway is] crammed up with boxes and bar- 
rels, as we sometimes see it. If we advocate 
tho temporary allowance ol a privilege, we 
do not like to see it abused. We think, 
therefore, our Council would do much better 
to not enforce their By law except in extreme 
cases. There is no need to put people to all 
the trouble that tho carrying out of the in- 
structions giveu on Mondny evening, to the 
City Inspector would be certain to entail up- 
on them.

Notwithstanding the absence of the grenj 
excitement that characterized the commence- 
ment ol our mining season last year, the jcar 
18G3 promises to be one of substantial pro- j Thpih'ipil l\!r_fLf»o 
gresa. The f.ivorablo accounts that wo have * 11/ cU UUIA,. 

continued to receive from the mines sinco tho 
beginning of the year, have only borne out 
the anticipations that were formod at the 
close of lest season. They hare shown how 
extensive a deposit of gold is thero to he met 
with— rich, too, as it is extensive. They have 
also shown that .tuning may be carried ou 
nil the year round. Fuvorablc, however, aa 
have been the accounts hitherto received of 
the large yield of gold in proportion to the 
claims worked, a few months henco will see 
them totally eclipsed. Tiio.se wh» have gone 
up this year are men of more or loss expe- 
rience in mining, and nro more or less ac- 
quainted with the country; nearly all of them, 
in fact, having been up beforo, while a great 
many of them arc owners of good claims. 
The absence, too, of an excessive immigration 
of inexperienced strangers desirous of trying 
their fortunes iu the diggings, must tell fa- 
vorably for those who are in tho upper coun- 
try, in keeping provisions at moro moderate 
prices. To the last fact tho construction under 
Government superintendence, of a wagon 
trail nlong the west bank ol the Fraser, be- 
tween Alexandria and the mouth of the 
Quesnolie, and thence into the mines by way 
of Lightning Creek, will contribute much.

One would natu- 
rally suppose, in the absence ofnny anticipa- 
tions of a groat influx of immigration, that our 
importations would be proportionably limited 
but tho contrary is the fact. Our power of, 
consumption and our markets have evidently- 
been increased and extended since last year, 
Yor the first three months of last year our im- 
ports amounted to S0G4,1 17. For the same 
period this year they reach the sum of 81,070,- 
793; being an excess in favor of this year of 
$4O(j.07fi, or over sixty-three per cent. These 
facts speak moro eloquently than wotde,

— Tiio gtiuboat Forward having 
been placed at the disposal of his Excellency 
the Governor, by Com. the Hon. .T. W. S 
Spanoer, R. N.j Lieutenant-Oommnndor the 
lion. II. D. Lascelle3, lias received orders 
from His Excellency to proceed lo the vari- 
ous Imliuu settlements on the east coast with 
a view to seek out the perpetrators of tho late 
outrages, and, if possible, lo bring them to 
justico.

Special officer Taylor 
having confirmed Sergeant Blake's evidence, 
anil the case proved lo the satisfaction of the 
Magistrate, prisoner was lined $100 or three 
months hard labor.

ac Portland and Asloria, and at Port Ange- 
los, W. T„ as often as they pass or louch ut 
these ports. The new arrangement is not in- 
tended to do away with any o r the Overland 
service, but to relieve it, and to ufford better 
mail lacilities to the points indicated,

The steamer Enterprise arrived hero last 
night from Now Wwtminstor, having a few 
passengers an board. A gentleman who 
brought down the Express which arrived 
las I week was among tho numbor. Ho states 
that when he lei t Richfield, March 26, there 
were four feet and a half of snow on-tlie Creek, 
and occasional showers of snow still falling. 
There was not much work goi:>g on in conse- 
quence of the want of waler. A very large 
number of men had arrived at Richfield, all 
of whom could not get work in consequence 
of the season not being far enough advanced lor 
work generally iu commence. Provisions 
were advanced in price as stated by us lately, 
but there was plenty on hand, 

On tho way down, thero was a good deal of 
snow until our informant reached Bridge 
Creek, when it got light and tho traveling 
became good. Crowds of men were going 
up, mostly by the wagon road— but some had 
taken the River trail. 

The following letter is (rom a correspond- 
ent at Lytton : 

" Thero are but few trains hero ; two will 
start for the upper country to-mcrow. About 
live regular trains have gone up already. 
Horses reach a high price here just now — on 
an average about $180 to the horse. In- 
dian scrubs sell for about ,-JSO.

WAR BATES TO A PHIL ith. 



The steamer Eliza Anderson nrrived at 
C o'clock yesterday morning, bringing the fol- 
lowing later dispatches from the seat of war: 
Jackson, Miss,, March 2").— The follow- 
ing was received this morning from Vieks- 
burg : Four boats came to tho town at sun- 
rise this motning. Two of them attempted 
to pass the batteries, one was mink with all 
on board, the others disabled and moorec' 
off. 

Rear Admiral Porter telegraphs to the 
Xavy Department that the rams Lancaster 
and Switzerland attempted the passage of 
the Vicksburg batteries contrary to his 
judgment. 

Gen. Ranks hns established his headquar- 
ters at New Orleans. 

Seven negro brigades have been sent to 
reinforce Wetzel, who is holding n strong 
position at Berwick, 

The rebels have a strong fortification at 
[Jute La Pass. It is reported that the Queen 
of the West is lying there. 

It is now stated that the failure of General 
Banks to attack Purl Hudson on the night 
of March 1 lib, was owing to the fact that 
Farragnt started his fleet at night instead 
of just before daylight — eight hours before 
the time agreed upon — thus preventing Batiks 
Irom gettug his artillery into a position to 
draw their intrciichnicnt fire, Hanks anil 
Grover are reported to have been within six 
hundred yards of the enemy's butteries oa 
the night the fleet passed Port Hudson.

I have labored long and hard for tho cstab 
lishmcnt of a permanent and respectable 
theatre in the city of Victoria, my best ef- 
forts have resulted in a heavy loss and pecu- 
niary embarrassment to myself and company,

Benefit, 1 should explain the cause ol my in- 
ability, with my best exertions, to make a 
living for myself and company for the past 
two seasons. And in doing so, I must say, 
that we have been the victims uftwo or three 
diabolical plots, termed by designing ami 
evil-minded men to speculate upon our labor, 
while the money that should have be- 
longed to us was squandered by oiliuis, 

In the lirst place I was induced to tako a 
lease of the theatre for a year and fit it up 
myself, uud opened on the 1 9 ih of June, 
1S61. with the assurance that if I did got in 
debt for my rent during the summer it need 
cause mo no trouble, as I could easily make 
it up in the winter. But in the fall when 1 
wont to Sna Francisco uflcr my company, 
which was late in coming up, the agent ol 
the property got out a distress warrant, had 
my property, w hich consisted ol ad the in- 
sido of the theatre, and cost me over S1500, 
valued at 3320, and bought it in. And on 
my arrival here with my company, alter an 
absence of only three weeks, I lottrid that be- 
fore I could get into the theatre, I had to 
annul my lease, which was fur one year, give 
my note for S";"j0 more claimed, and pay Si!:") 
per night rent for the theatre, which in it- 
self, together with the heavy expense of 
passage up, was sufficient to ruin all pros- 
pects ul making money, und the season was 
of course brieJ and unprofitable, both to my- 
self and company. 

At the commencement of tho present sea- 
son I unfortunately took in with mo a [iirtner 
who was to attend to '.he money matters, uud 
let me devote my whole attention to tho 
stage. But alter a short lima I kmnd that he 
was careless and eccentric, nud thought only 
ol enjoying himself, instead of attending lo 
the business of tho theatre ; the consequence 
of which was, that although tho houses olteil 
looked very well, the ticket boxes counted 
very bad, and my door-keeper, very short be- 
fore, became very Hush of money. , 

During this time we had a ticket seller, 
whom lam inclined to think, was up to this 
tirno strictly honest, but unfortunately for 
him, and, the future welfare of mysell and 
company, wo bad after many solicitations by 
him, engaged a new door-keeper, who strongly 
recommended himself for honesty and capa- 
bility. 

Three weeks before the close of December 
I bought out my partner, so as to have the 
entire eontrul of the theatre to myself. My 
lease was to be renewed on the first of Jan 
uaiy, if mutually agreeable, for four months.

This was done without my 
knowledge or consent, and at n time too, 
when I hnd a large and well organized com- 
pany on hand, who were performing harmo- 
niously together, and doing a line paying 
business. 

Up to this time my company had received 
their salaries regularly, and every prospect 
was fair for a brilliant season, us I had a suc- 
cession of stars engaged to come up, — und 1 
lir/nly believe that if I had never accepted the 
services ol my new door-keeper, myself and 
company would havo made money all the 
season, and I would have been enabled lo 
have paid every dollar I owed in this city — 
nearly every dollar ol which was balance duo 
for furniture and scenery for lilting up the 
new theatre. But now, these two worthies 
former!} so agreeable, baring the lonso of the 
theatre ovor my head, though previously

The alarm was 
given, and the Wabash opened her heaviest 
guns upon her, when her commander said he 
had surrendered. Tho Wabash then ceased 
firing, when the captain of the Georgians 
took advantage of it and ran his vessel 
aground. Capt. Davis, of the Wabash, to- 
gether with his officers and crew, being oi 
the opinion that the (ieorgiannu could nut be 
saved, set her on lire. 

Fortress Monroe, March 30, — Richmond 
papers say Judge Meredith, of Ihe Circuit 
Court, has decided thot every citizen of Ma- 
ry land, ami every foreigner that ever enlisted 
in the rebel army, no nutter (or how short a 
lime, is liable to conscription between 1ft end 
4"> years of ago. 

iS EW York, March 31.— Tha Tril •line has 
a dispatch from Washington, stating that 
some of Gen. Dix's officers report that they 
had satisfied themselves from various circum- 
stances that tho rebels are preparing to evac- 
uate Hichmoiid, and have already moved a 
quantity of supplies. 

Cincinnati, March 31. — Tho rebels are 
rapidly retreating from Kentucky, t'egram, 
at Inst accounts, win hotly pursued, and it is 
reported lhat he will havo to abandon all the 
cattle, estimated at 2,000. 

Murfroesboro dispatches Fay that scouts re- 
port that the rebclo nyistsooo attack or fall 
back, in consequence of soatcity of provisions. 

New York, March 31. — Tho Ilnnsii, from 
Southampton March 18lh, arrived to-day, aud 
reports having been spoken to by the Ala- 
bama Feb. '2'.i; she burned the Alice Lnne on 
2 1 st, going from Bordeaux to New York.

Bill to inoorpo- 
aalo Sacramento City, also passed ; also, bill 
authorizing John BidVell and others to con- 
struct a toll road Irom Chioo lo Honey Lake, 
and Assembly bill lor organization and in- 
struction of Ihe militia! 



People on their lines are all reduced to half 
rations. 

An officer who deserted Iho rebel army, 
arrived at Norfolk yesterday. Ho roports 
that tho rebels aro evacuating Richmond as 
fast as possible. 

Cincinnati, March 31. — The rcbol force 
lately at Danville, is now encamped between 
Somrnersot on the Cumberland river. They 
are said lo be impressing every white man 
into tho service. The rebel generals have 
daclared martial law in all counties as lar as 
the Kentucky liver. Iu that portion all 
horses, mules nnd cattle, were driven off to 
Montgomery, Tenn. 

In a mutiny of two Goorgia regiments 
near Montieello, six of the ringleadors were 
shot. 

Louisville, March 31.— The reported cap- 
ture of 2,000 head of eattle from the rebels 
is confirmed ; lf>0 prisoners wcro taken. The 
Federals are still closely following the Irack 
of tho enemy. 

ClItCAOO, April 1. — Full despatches in 
regard to Sherman's expedition have becu 
received.

The .Saginaw is slill there- The 
garrison were under arms all night, with 31 
rounds bull cutridges. There was much 
alarm in tho town, 

All tho dwellings in Peusacoln, except 
Mallory's and Mayor Chase's, were burned. 
The soldiers seemed to think lhat the evac- 
uation of the placo was intended — many 
swore they would burn the town. On Thurs- 
day noon, fires made their nppoarance, and 
fir three days and nights the place was filled 
with lire und smoke. Tho i.fiicers had to 
stop tho work of destruction, but seemed to 
have no inlluence over their men ; even sol- 
diers on guard set property on fire. Colonel 
Desser, commander of the post, issued orders 
to shoot persons caught setting fires, but no 
ono executed them. 

New York, April 3d. — Bermuda advices 
of march 25th, say that the steamer Genera! 
Beauregard, lour days from Charleston, With 
1000 bales ol cotton, arrived at St, George on 
Monday. The Pirate had burned the ship 
Star of Peace, from Calcutta to Boston.

A New Orleans letter reports the evacua- 
tion of the town of Pensacola. l'art of the 
troops were .sent to Xcw Orleans, and those 
left have gone into the navy yard.

that the enemy is slill in front on Ihe Rappa- 
hannock. The rebels nre moving stores 
from Culpepper, and fortifying their works 
on the Rripednn. Ten of the enemy's cavalry 
were brought in from Dumfrey by our cavalry. 
Gens. Lee, Jackson aud Hill were present at 
a review below Fredricksburg on Saturday. 
Tne wind nnd sun are drying up the intid* 
rapidly, 

Cairo, ApriN — The dispatch boat from 
the mouth of tho Yazoo on Thuisdny, baa 
arrived. Porter's expedition, though unsuc- 
cessful in the main, did succeed in destroy- 
ing about 1.000 bales of cotton marked C, 
S. A., und bus also captured considerable 
corn When the boat left, all the gunboats 
were taking on board 30 day's rations, and 
there were indications that another movo- 
me.lt was in preparation, but in what direc- 
tion was not known.

I am content to earn my living inde- 
pendent of Croivn patronage; but the honor of 
representing my fellow citizens is a distinction 
Wnlch any man might be proud of, and 1 aspire to 
that. 1 hold the equal rights of all men to be of 
the fust Importance in nil cases of legislation, and 
know no distinction of creed, cnlnr, or country. 
Kvery colonist who has settled in this Colony ns 
his future home, is entitled to ci[tiul privileges 
with his neighbor, and for such principles I will 
always contend. 

Heaven has given us a fine climate, n good har- 
bor, a natural position as Hie entrepot to a great 
p.irtof Washington Territory and liritish Colum- 
bia: and in the present condition of American af- 
fairs so .situated that witli a Flint; l'ottr and no 
Dbbt of any amount, we can supply a urea t share 
of the Pacific coast cheaper than they can possi- 
bly be supplied from elsewhere. 

I am fully alive to the advantages we possess, 
and it is my anxious desire to forward our interests, 
particularly railroad and harbor enterprises; to 
watch and guard against corruption and rnisgOT- 
omment; to seo that equal rights and cheap ad- 
ministration are preserved; that law costs and law- 
yers are looked alter, without permitting to them 
exclusive privileges or business monopolies; that 
the merchant, tradesman, mechanic and artizan is 
protected and supported; land granted free or nt 
nominal rates to actual settlors, with a viow to 
encourage that important interest; speculators nnd 
land jobber!) cheeked and frustrated, and that tho 
all-pervading rule of Government officials, dabbling 
in mines, town sites and public lands, may bo 
abolished. 

There are many other public questions of great 
importance upon which 1 will speak hereafter, as 
thoy cannot be referred to within the limits of 
this address, but if you see lit to honor me with 
your confidence and support, you may rely that 
for neither inducements of ollice or patronage, no 
printing or other jobs will pass without exposure. 
And should it not be your pleasure lo elect me, I 
will support cheerfully whomsoever you think fit 
„to elect, so long as they follow n lino of policy 
similar to that 1 have here laid down.
